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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Marin Cities Should Oppose 
L.A. Grab For State Senate 


Roth Republicans and Democrats are 
conscious of the major importance of 
controlling the Legislature next year 
because it will control the decennial re­ 
apportionment of the state’s voting 
areas. 
This is important to the political par­ 
ties for by realigning district boundar­ 
ies, it is possible to counteract strong 
points 
in 
the opposition 
party 
or 
strengthen weak points in your own. 
Rut the reapportionment also is of 
vital interest to others as well. The Los 
Angeles County Foard of Supervisors 
is making a big thing of it. The super­ 
visors are proposing that the state Sen­ 
ior be reapportioned to give Los An­ 
geles more senators. In its drive, it is 
soliciting the help of cities all over the 
state. 
A letter is being sent out, al­ 
though to our knowledge no Marin city 
has yet received it. asking support of 
the program. 
Marin's cities have received, however, 
a communication from the League of 
California Cities asking that city coun­ 
cils “ take no action” on the Los Angeles 
letter if it is received. 
The league's reason for the “ no ac­ 
tion” request is more tactful than it is 
persuasive. It says that a constitutional 
amendment to reapportion the Senate 
on the same ballot with the one billion 
750 million dollar water bond proposal 
might create such “ sectionalism” that 
the bond issue would be defeated. 
There is no doubt that such an 
amendment would create “ sectional­ 
ism.” The North would be fighting for 
what little power it has left in state gov­ 
ernment. But if the cities take no action 
on the Los Angeles request it seems a 
sure way to get it on the ballot. 
Only if Los Angeles knows it is going

to he in for a tight, might it reconsider 
starting the initiative process. The cities 
should pass resolutions opposing the 
proposed amendment. 
The reason is basic. Our governments 
state and national, are bicameral. This 
means the legislative body has two 
houses, one representing the people on 
a basis of population, the Assembly, the 
other on a basis of area or districts, the 
Senate. This system was believed by 
our forefathers to give fair representa­ 
tion, whether an area be heavily or 
lightly populated. It has so proved. 
Los Angeles is unhappv because it 
has 40 per cent of the state’s popula­ 
tion but still has only one of the 40 sen­ 
ators. It already has 32 of the 80 assem­ 
blymen. With other counties below the 
Tehachapis, the South has a clear ma­ 
jority in the lower house. If it could 
also gain control in the upper house, it 
could run wild with the crack-pot 
schemes which are constantly coming 
up from the Southland. 
The two-house Legislature was ad­ 
opted to prevent such one-area control. 
Yet there is a real danger such a con­ 
stitutional amendment would succeed. 
We have no doubt Los Angeles super­ 
visors could gather, without going out 
of their districts, enough signatures to 
put the amendment on the ballot. Then, 
with such an overwhelming majority of 
the state's population living in Southern 
California, there is a more than an even 
chance they could pass the amendment. 


Therefore this is no time for northern 
cities to “ take no action” on the Los 
Angeles request. We hope that if the 
Los Angeles request is received, each 
one of our cities will send back a scorch­ 
ing resolution of opposition.

Governor Is Moving Ahead With 


Government Reorganization Plans 


SACRAMENTO W — Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown is moving 
right ahead with his govern­ 
mental 
reorganization 
pro­ 
gram. Rut details of whai is 
going 
to 
be 
recommended 
probably won’t be available 
to the public for quite some 
time. 
The governor met with de­ 
partment heads recently, at 
the exclusive Sutter Club, and 
discussed the program. At a 
press conference the day fol­ 
lowing. he said nothing is 
ready yet for public announce 
ment. 


HE DID SAY, how ever, that 
his Citizen’s Committee and 
departmental heads, a l o n g 
with members of his staff, 
would hold a two-day meeting 
on the campus of the Uni­ 
versity of California at Davis, 
sometime in September. The 
governor declared he prefer­ 
red that this meeting also be 
in executive session, although 
it has not been decided yet 
as to whether the press will 
be permitted to cover the ses­ 
sion. 
“ If it’s an open meeting.” 
he stated, “ then I’m afraid 
the conversation would be re­ 
strained. I don’t knowr wheth­ 
er this conflicts w i t h t he 
Brown Acts or not, but I pre­ 
fer it would be executive.” 


(THE BROWN ACTS have 
nothing to do with Governor 
Brown. They were p a s s e d 
through the legislature by As­ 
sembly Speaker Ralph Brown 
iD-Modesto). Their purport is 
to 
keep 
local 
government 
bodies and c e r t a i n s t a t e 
boards and commissions from 
holding secret meetings.) 
It is a better than even bet, 
the governor said, that a spe­ 
cial session will be called next 
year, probably d u r i n g t h e 
budget session, to consider a 
proposed 
re-organization 
of 
state 
government. 
Constitu­ 
tional amendments, if they 
are necessary or recommend- 


ed. could then go on the No­ 
vember 1960 general election 
ballot. 


EIGHT PERSONS are on 
the governor’s re-organization 
committee. It is headed by 
Rert \V. Levit, retiring direc­ 
tor of finance, who will con­ 
tinue to head the group. Other 
members are Robert Bradford 
director of public works; Mar­ 
vin Tarshes, Sacramento coun­ 
ty manager: James R. Bell, 
professor of public adminis­ 
tration at Sacramento State 
College; Wesley McClure, city

Leandro: 
Dean E. McHenry, professor at 
the University of California al 
Los Angeles; Charles W. John­ 
son. departmental secretary 
to the governor, and John E.

The evidence is strongly on 


the side that the American ex- 
hihit 
in Moscow plus Vice 
President 
Nixon’s 
c r o w d - 
greeting friendliness plus his 
“ kitchen” debate with Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev plus Mr. K ’s 
annoyance at 
the 
“ Captive 
Nations” proclamation — that 
all these developments are 
exerting a considerable im­ 
pact on the Soviet people. 
Despite the continued So­ 
viet attacks on the U. S. ex­ 
hibition as misleading, unrep­ 
resentative, and hardly worthy 
of notice 
or perhaps be­ 
cause of them — as many as 
65.000 Russian citizens are en­ 
thusiastically 
s w a r m i n g 
through the exposition in a 
single day. 


D ESPITE THE hostility of 
the Soviet press toward the 
Vice President, playing up 
minor incidents and picturing 
him 
as easily 
stumped 
by 
questions asked 
by “ Soviet 
workers.” Nixon seems to he 
everywhere winning friendly 
receptions from people who 
apparently want to see for 
themselves. 
Some American commenta­ 
tors have suggested that the 
“ Captive Nations” resolution 
was badly timed, that it gave 
Khrushchev the opportunity 
to impose a sour atmosphere 
upon the Nixon visit, that it 
ought to have at least been 
delayed. 


1 THINK the opj wsite is 
true, that it was well, though 
perhaps accidentally, timed

TORONTO 4* — Save steps 
and live longer, is the advice 
of Dr. John Armstrong, medical 
director of the Heart Founda­ 
tion of Canada. 
This can be applied direct­ 
ly to housewives, who often 
waste steps beating a path back 
and forth across their kitchens. 


* N'ot only by saving steps, 
but by using slightly different 
methods, you can accomplish 
the same amount of work with 
less energy, and be less tired,” 
he says. 
In 1948. a ‘ heart’' kitchen 
was constructed by the New 
York Heart Assn committee on 
cardivascular diseases in in­ 
dustry. Dr. Lillian Gilbreth of 
“ Cheaper By the Dozen” fame, 
headed the committee. 
Methods applied in industry 
are equally helpful in house­ 
work. Although the booklet w a s 
written primarily for women 
with heart disease, it has sug­ 
gestions for every busy house­ 
wife who would like to enjoy 
extra time and extra energy'. 
Some of them: 
Pre - positioning 
equipment 
and supplie« can save hundreds 
of **eps. Store articles where 
they ar<* most often used and 
group things tha 
are used to­ 
gether near a work 
Seasoning 
can led 
goods 
serving 
dishes 
and 
plauers 
should all he idoreci near the 
stove where they a?« to be 
Used. 
Soaps, knives and strainer* 
and vegetables that don’t need 
refrigeration should be kept 
near the sink where they are 
iirst used. 
Baking ingredients are nat 
ural 
companions for 
rolling 
pins, measuring cups, mixing 
bowls and baking pans. 
If lunches are to be prepared, 
assemble the wax paper, bread 
and other necessities near the 
perishable foods used in the 
lunch. 
To save stair climbing, store 
small things in a box or basket 
along with the broom, mop and 
sweeper. 
Work simplification can be­ 
come a game for everyone in 
the household and can save up 
to 60 per cent of the time once 
spent on a job. 
The best way to start is to 
unclutter the kitchen. Good ad­ 
vice from the Heart Founda­ 
tion is that “ with a bit of draw­ 
er searching and soul search­ 
ing you can gather together a 
box full of gadgets you never 
use. Throw them away.”

Women Handle The Cash; 
Men Make The Most Loans 


By M A R G A R E T A. K IL G O R E 


STRASBURG, 0. (UPD — Miss 
F r a n c e s Kapitsky, national 
church leader and bank presi­ 
dent, feels that women are in­ 
creasingly interested in h a n ­ 
dling money. 
Miss Kapitsky is president of 
the National W om en’s Guild of 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church and the first woman 
bank president in Tuscarawas 
County. 
She said about 50 per cent 
of the bank's depositors are 
women. 


In joint accounts or on loan 
payments, women make most 
cash transactions, although men 
handle the majority of loans, 
she said. 
A drive-in window installed 
at the bank two years ago is 
used more by women than by 
men, she said, “especially m oth­ 
ers with small children.” 


The one-time school-teacher, 
who was graduated from Flora 
Stone Mather College in Cleve­ 
land, 
has held 
the 
national 
church position since 1957. 
An attractive dark-h a i r e d 
woman, she recalled that when 
she entered the banking pro­ 
fession, she preferred teaching 
to finances. 
Her father founded the bank 
in 1900. She joined the firm 
after his death 27 years ago 


and came up thrmjgh the rank* 
as teller and cashier. 
Miss Kapitsky believes h et 
experience in banking influ­ 
enced the board of directors to 
elect her president. 
“ It takes a lot of experience 
and a lot of ability to say ‘N o’ 
to a loan applicant and have 
him go away happy,” she said. 
She scoffed at the public’! 
idea of “ bankers’ hours.” He* 
day usually begins at 8 a m, 
and runs on into the night. 
“I work at home, too,” she 
said. “There are conferences on 
loans for people who can’t come 
to the 
bank during regular 
hours, and then there are con­ 
ferences with bank personnel. 
“ You know, we are more like 
a courthouse than a bank. We 
collect taxes and insurance pre« 
miums, and we even sell do 
licenses. But we do stay out o: 
the marriage license business/' 
she said with a laugh.

Poor Teachers From Dismissal 


“Can't we find a way to weed 
out bad teachers?’' a m other 
writes. 
“One-third 
of 
the 
teachers in my son s school are 
bad. 
The worst teachers are 
young, self-centered and u n ­ 
sympathetic. 
At PTA m eet­ 
ings they laugh about ‘the lit­ 
tle monsters.' 
In class they 
are sarcastic and cruel. 
Their 
pupils m ake very little pro­ 
gress. My son had a bad teach­ 
er last vear. 
She hurt him a 
lot. Why do schools keep such 
teachers any way? 
Why not 
fire th e m 0" 
Let me say that most teach­ 
ers are good. 
Relatively few 
are cruel, or sarcastic or self- 
centered. 
If one-third of the 
teachers in your school are bad, 
it’s a very' unusual school. 
We parents have m ore power 
to change things than we real­ 
ize. 
We have votes. 
We can 
speak up at meetings. We have 
easy access to school officials. 
We can get together, draw up 
petitions. Probably w e’re too 
passive w hen our children’s 
welfare is threatened. 
Maybe 
w e’re too tolerant of bad teach­ 
ers. 
Did you m ake your ob­ 
jections known last year? 
Did 
other parents complain too?

We should encourage 
the associations. Medical groups 
have ways to discipline bad 
doctors. Teachers’ associations 
m ight well be given equal re ­ 
sponsibility for bad teachers.

Courts see that your inten­ 
tion or “wiil” as to property is 
carried out after you die. Be­ 
fore then you may revoke or 
change it any time. 
The passing of property to 
heirs is one of man’s oldest 
transactions. As far back as the 
Egyptian, Assyrian, and Jewish 
civilizations we have wills writ­ 
ten and witnessed on papyrus, 
clay tablets, etc. In one will an 
early testator left some of his 
property to his wife and named 
a guardian for his children. 
The Hammurabi code (2100 
B.C.) permitted a father by 
deed to favor his son. 
Under early Roman law the 
head of a house could tell the 
patrician assembly his wishes 
but later Roman law favored a
